We do not suppose the long complaint 
made to the Chiof Justice yeaterday by the 
prisonera who estaped from the chain gang 
will elicit much sympathy in Hongkong. 
The gentleman prisoner who wanted beef 
suup and tea at ficon and leather soles for 
his feet has a high ideal of what prison life 
should be, and wero his ideal realised we 
have no doubt attempts at ‘escape would be 
very few indeed, The only drawback would 
be that if the Gaol were turned into a 
comfortable hotel and Measra Wong On 
and Lan Fuk’s every wish carefully 
attended to, the place vould soon become, 
as there was some reason to fear it 
had becamo before General Gordon be- 
camo Superintendent, ane attraction in- 
stead of a repulsion to the class of natives 
whose ideas of meum and tuum are some- 
what mized. Still, although we must dis- 
miss the most of the complaints made by 
the prisoners yesterday oa the statements of 
men who failed to realise that they were 
being punished and not.entertaincd by the 
community, there are some points that may 
‘pe worthy of a moment’s consideration, In 
the firat place we ahould like to know whe- 
therthe Visiting Justices sre necompanied in 
their rounds by the Superintendent of the 
Gaol. If they are sv accompavied, the 
inspection, even with the best intentions on 
all sides, cannot be of muob utility, We 
should like to know also what means are 
used by the Justices to obtain information 
with regerd to complaints that are made to 
them, Gan they makv enquiries independ- 
ent of the Gaol officials, or do they confine 
themselvestuasking these officials concerning 
the complaints that are made? In tho latter 
case, it is nob likely that much ‘geod is done 
by tho inspcetion, for Gaol olliciale, no more 
than any other officials, won't roportagainat 
thomaclves. Ti there never had been any

cates of ill-treatmont known, these queries, 
night net hove much weight, but in view of 
the fact that on moro than oné occasion 
turnkoys have been punished’ for grose ill. 
treatment of prisoners, wa do not think 
hist Justice Ruseell’s oft-repeated anewer 
fo the complaints that wore made—‘ Tho 
Justices visit you, you ought to complain to 
thom,’ completely moots tho caso. Tho low 
wages paid to tho turnkoys wore not an in- 
ducoment to men of high character to re- 
main in the employment, and there ia a 
‘protty strong guspicion in the Colony 
that aome of the mon that wore-pickod up 
to do the work wera often guilty of unne- 
eeasary brutality towards the prisoners. 
We do not say that the doleful story. told 
by nine of the men yesterday is worthy of 
much sympathy, but wo cannot help think- 
ing that perhaps o little of it is justifiable, 
and that an onquiry ought to be made inte 
the managemont of tho Gaol. Tho quos- 
tions that wera,put by tho unofficial mom- 
bora at ono of tho moctings of the Finance 
Commitice, os to what onquiries had been 
mado regarding tho recont outbreak, were 
diplomatically staved off by tho reply that 
the trial at the Supreme Court had not yot 
como off. That trial of course only touched 
the legal aspecte of the prisoncrs’ guilt and 
could havo little referenco to the eanduct 
of ollicialy. . All that it incidontally revealed 
was that certain turnkeys, whatever clso 
they might be, wero not reliable witnesses. 
Thero was one point which we think, with- 
out. going beyond his sphere, tho ‘judge 
might havo soverely commented on, and 
that is the practice of chaining miade- 
meanante with o light sentence to felons of 
the worst class serving a long term of im- 
ptidonment. Tho prison is intended to 
have notonly a punitive buta corrective 
effect, Is it likely thata man who has been 
found guilty of nome misdemeanour will be 
improved in character by boing linked in 
theclosost conceivable manner with a houso- 
breaker, murderor or pirate? That tha bad 
influones ontirely prodominates ia shown by 
the fact that 4 man with only six months 
to serve was Jed into an attempt to escapo, 
although he could have had little induce- 
ment for his own sake to ren such a great 
tisk. 

There is of course a much widor question 
raised by the whole incident of the recent 
attempted escaps. Is our system of punish- 
ing criminals, commendable even in prin- 
ciple, aid when carried out conscientiously 7 
Most of our criminals belong to tho poorest 
clasa of Ohinese—people who have to en_ 
dure, in their ordinary life, privationa 
which would be almost insupportable to 
any othor raco. To make the punishmont 
in Gaol real, greater privations hava to be 
inflicted, and a courae of treatment resorted 
to, which, at least in any other country, 
would be termed brutal. The question 
then arises whother it is really moro hu- 
mano to condema mon to hard work, rough 
usage and semi-starvation than to give 
them a sound flogging and send them away 
after a short torm of imprisonment. Will 
not a ten your’ daily suiforing havo the 
offect of atiil more brutalising the mon, and 
can we oxpect them to become peaceable 
The 
great difticulty of course oro is in getting 
the Home authoritios to see that flogging.is 
aftor all the moat merciful treatmont that 
could be given to many of the prisonors, If 
the case, howover, were put fairly before 
the authorities in England, and if it were 
clearly shown that the alternative is a 
species of starvation or corporal punish- 
ment, they would wo think, bs induced to 
allow the Colony to adopt more frequently 
‘the latter mods of punishment, Thisia a 
subject which affects the Colony in many 
ways; and, were it only for the matter of 
gaol accommodation, it will call for a radi- 
eal sulution at an early dato.

CHINESE NOTES, 
(Written for the China Mail.) 

Tho Kwmg-Paotof the 19h. 20th und 2ist 
respectively, opens with a lending article on 
the subject of a proposal submitted by a 
Commissioner of tho 1. M. Ouatums, a Ger- 
man subject, ‘now on leave, to His Excol- 
leney Heil, Chincsu Minister resident ot 
Berlin, for the construction of railways in 
China, The proposal is drawn up in twenty- 
ning paragraphs, each making suxgestions 
aa to the best means to adopt with a view 
to raising funds, to managing the concern, 


to constructing the various lines and to the | 


auperintending of the works, 

The writer proposes that the appoint- 
mont of directors and managors should be 
placed in the hands of the Board of Works, 
which Board. will select proper persons to 
decide upon salaries and wages ; the articles 


aro ao oxhaustive that special mention ia 
mado of the distribution of shares, the au- 
diting of accounts and the holding of 
regular meetings, and special promitience is 
given to the necessity that the comfort and 
eonvonience of passengers must he carefully 
at ended to. 

The Northern correspondent of the Kuang 
Pee forwards s memorial to the throno by 
tho Governor of Honan, praying that as 
the people woro in great distress consequent 
upon bad crops, caused by a severe drought 
and the ravages of rats, thoy should nut be 
called upon to send in curdributiune of rice 
for eonveyanca to Peking. 

Tho Superintendent of the Grain Trans- 
port explains that consequent upon the rise 
of the waters of thé Hung-tau like, the 
banks of the river are in great danyer, but 
that he hns taken due precaution to prevent 
the occurrenev of any calamity, 

The Singapyre correspondent of tha 
Kuany Poo contributes s letter relative ta 
a secret arrangement arrived at between’ 
Austria, Germany and. Russia to settle, it 
would seem, amony themacives the pending 
Eastern question, Tho article shows the 
interest that is taken by educated Chinese 
in European alfaira. Although tha subject 
is not new the gist of the correspondont’s 
letter may be given, Hoe explains thata 
Now York paper produces a map of the 
world with divisions unlike those aeen in 
ordinary mapa. Thia map, ho goes on to 
say, shewa the partition of territury agreed 
te by a secret cumpact batween the three 
Powers. Java and the adjuining Islands 
aro to be placed under German rule, while 
Russia and Austria intend to divide Tar- 
key. The division has so far been post- 
poned, as the King of Holland is alive, but 
the writur asserts that the partition will bo 
mado at bia@eath. Bismarck greatly dreads 
England and hia intention is to deal ber a 
blow by depriving her of ail her colonies; 
the Navy of England being the most power- 
fulin the world, the astute minister is alive 
to the fact that Germany cannot hold her 
own by sea and has consequently come to 
an undorstanding with Kussin that tho 
ahips of buth nations should oo-operate. 
His intention is to deprive England of her 
numerous colonies so as to place her on the 
sawe footing as Holland. To France he 
premises to hand over half of Belgium, 
leaving the other half independent with a 
view that the king should not be deprived 
of all hia sovereign rights. The writer 
rightly remarks that Bismarck is on the 
other side of 80, and his daya must now be 
numbered, Ta it likely that he will live 
fur ever that he fostera schemes zo far dis- 
tantand impussiblet’ The New York paper 
muat have published the map on some reli- 
able information, but whether these deep 
designs Will be accomplished time alone 
will shew. The correspondent concludes 
philosophically ;-Engtund wl certainly 
fight to the bitter end, and aa te the com. 
pact, man propuses and Heaven disposes.’

The Peking correspondent writes that 
grand preparations are being mado in tha 
capital for the fortheoming marringo of tho 
Emperor, and that imposing ceremonies are 
frequently rehearsed by High officiala in 
various temples!

TRADE.

prise in many quarters. Nowhere waa this 
more felt than in Hongkong. Boing a froo 
port itself and being acquajnted with all tho 
advantages of freo-trade, of the froedom 
from expensiva custom houses and the trou- 
blusomo ranascking of their officials, it na- 
turally hoped that the time had come when 
the United States wontd af last empliatical- 
ly declare'in favonr of this great principle. 
But they have -chosen to continuc their 
short-sighted policy, That the United States 
should.beao advanced in so many things 
as they are and yet so backward in othera 
is indoed asurprise, It waa not expected 
that tho uation which made tho groatest 
boast of liburty would be the most oxclusive, 
ekeluding thonsands of Chineso from onrn- 
ing an honest jiving and prohibiting all 
foreignera from holding property, barring 
the onc because they wore too poor and the 
other because they wore ten rich, Brit no 
country has boen more bonetited than they 
have by those very claases which thoy havo 
now c1eluded. The country could never 
have been laid ont on the magnificent ecale 
it has been, nor the Janda drained, nor the 
broad roads faid down without tho capitel 
of foreignors able to purchase aud lay out 
largo tracta uf country, und without that 
manual labour which is necessary for such 
works, Nor waa it to be expeoted that tho 


: pation which leads the world in engineoring 


and agriculture should be the moat back- 
ward in finance and political eeonomy, But 
it has always been in enginecring that tho 
country hag shewn its bent. No country, 
haa such fine towns, with such broad atreots 
such toll buildings, such spacious mansions. 
Every street bas its cable tramear, every 
building has its hydraolic lift, But in !o- 
comotion the United States shews its enur- 
mous superiority. It is commouly suppos- 
od that the average speed of railway travell- 
ing in England is fester thon in the States, 
but this is not the case. The gaugo is broad- 
er than in England, the carriages taller, and 
the engives Intger. Consequently an Eng- 
lich train looks like a toy-train or 9 small 
model compared with the American, and 


whilst an English train can only travel fast | 


with a great deal of shoking, an American 
train will travel faster without your know- 
ing it. Again, the Americans even run 
tramesrs hy electricity in some ‘towns, in 
Cincinnati for instance, whilst in London 
they are still dragged by horses, But the 
Americans have always readily utilised new 
inventions, whilst the English have been 
inclined to preserve their old methods. 
Thus an electric tram-car schome would be 
scouted in England, first it would be said 
to be impossible, then that it wouldnt pays 
that it would frighten the.t.prses, fhat some 
one would be killed, that it was o 
dangeroua innovation snd one which should 
not be encouraged. But they might have 
one valid objection and that is the strevts 
are so narrow and crooked that utily a 
primitive method of Jocomotivn ia possible. 
In Cincinnati the tramear is run thus— 
there is a wire suspended about the height 
ofa lamp post overhead like a telegraph 
wire which ia charged with electricity by a 
battery and in the car there is a dynamo 
which is convected with the wire by nveans 
The car then runs in a course 
which forms an unbroken circuit, But 


although the Americans are beforehand in 
the matter of traveiling, being the greatest 
travellors on the face vf the plubo and 
having few quiet domestic pleasures, atill 
they are behindhand in tho restrictions of 
their commerce by protection, which 
hinders the interchange of commodities 
with other nations, We are not going to 
shew tho follies of protection, but it is 
soffcient to remember that jit encourages 
adulteration, inferior workmanship, amuggl- 
ing, puts thinga on a false basis without 
benciiting the uation atJarge. For in the 
first cago sines the adulterant does 
not pay duty, therefore the greater the 
duty the wreater the profit from adultera- 
tion, and this is the reason why you 
never can get an article of good quality 
while itis tuxed. Tho English never had 
good bread till they abolished the corn-laws, 
nor will they ever get guud ten and tabaceo 
till they remove the duties. So long as 
they had the winduw-tax they had bad Light, 
and latcly the Government nearly crippled 
the nation with a van and wheel tox. The 
effect would lava been that carriages re--| 
quiring four wheels would bave been built 
with two—to save the tax—and that people 
would have taken to dog-carts instead of 
four-wheelers to escape an exoibitant, tax. 
Fortunately the Governmont was provented 
from imposing such @ foolish tax, the tax 
being modified tu one on heavy earts only. 
But tne taxetion of articles of commerce or 
of luxury is alwaya incommodious, and the 
burden of taxation being the same, it is not 
at all relieved by inconvenient mothods of 
lovying it. The proper way of taxiug which 
neither hampers trade nor inflicts misery on 
any class.is tojiax property and income, aud 
a5 those with very small incomes sre linble 
to escaps,.to have a poll-tax as well, like 
they have in the United States. The deci- 
sion of the United States is of great iw par- 
tance in ita beqring on Hengkong, since 
qanufactorics are arising op all hands in 
the East, Thera is little doubt that if the 
United States adopted Free trade a market 
would be opened in San Franciseo and: the 
Weat Coast for Indian and other goods— 
not now admissible on account of the heavy 
duties in eachange for Californiun wings 
and fruits or for some of its rich minezal 
produgtiong. This would increase the ship- 
ping trade of Hongkong as an intermediate 
station and would put in the power of 
puchasers here ut a moderate rate articles 
which now cannot be Lought at any price. 
But the root of the matter is this, a country 
which refuses to import cannot expect td 
export, Nor can it hope to- have any ship- 
ping, for sbips will not go where they cat 
only carry cargnes one way. The conso- 
quence is that although the States posacss 
the finest harbours in the world; they are 
not filled with ghips, and net atil they 
edopt a frep trada policy will they be able 
to do a great export trade like England 
which would not only enrich themselves 
but epread a.garioral prosperity on all those

THE POPE 8A¥S HI8 POWER MUBT BE 
EXERCISED IN GERMARY, 

London, October 25.~—In an interviow 
with Pope Leoa London correspondent waa 
told by the Pope that tho latter was neither 
satisfied not displeased with Emperor Wil- 
liara’s visit. Said tha Pope: “ta the Gor- 
man Empire there are 16,000,000 Catholics 
whose wishes and feclings must be respect- 
ed, it being to the interest of their Emperur 
to keep them contented. When civil autho- 
rity is rightooualy oxercised it is always anp- 
ported by the Church. As the head of the 
Church I cannot countenance injustice dono 
to those who are cummitted to my care, un 
whom Tam bound to protect and defend. 
Tho teaching rights of the Church muat 
be recognized, and their exercise muat be 
authorized by tho state,’ The Pope inti- 
mated that with less than that ncither he 
nor Catholies would bv salistied. 


THE LONDON POLICE. 

Loudon, Octuler 24.-—-I saw tu-night 
proofs of Sir Charles Warren's article on 
the London police, which will appear in a 
magazin here on Saturday. Lt is in- 
tended asa defense of hia failure to catch 
the Whitechapel murderer.  Indireetly 
Warr. n says that London is practically un- 
der mob rule and that Gladstone encourages 
it. These aro his worda: * It is ta bo de- 
plored that sucevssive goyernments have 
not had the courayo to make a stand against 
the more noisy section and have given way 
before the tumultuous proceedings which 
havo exercised terrorism over peaceful and 
lawnbidiny citizens ; and it is still more to 
be regretted that the cx-Ministera while in 
opposition have nob hesitated to embarrass 
those in power by emiling on the ineurgent 
mob, There can be very little doubt that 
the outery against the police as a military 
force wus inatigated for political and sinis- 
ter purposca, and is due to the Englishman 
who poses as a censor of public bodios 
possessing as 2 rule but one idea ut a time,’ 

This refers unequivocally to Gladatone 
and will crente great indigaation among 
his fol.owers when the article is made 
public. ‘The article generally is a squeal 
on Warren's part, based on the ground 
that the police force might even be re- 
duced if all London would resolvo itself 
into vigilance committees, Yot it otanda as 
a matter of record that the Whitechapel 
Vigilance Committee haa receiver alm et no 
recognition from Warren, | Sir Charles also 
accuses the reporters’ who have done mora 
to solve the mystery of tho crimes than any- 
one elsa, with hampering his work, Warren 
makes no comparison of the London forgo 
with the French and Continental police. 


THE POPE BITTERLY DENOUNGES THE

POINT OF VIEW. 

London, Octobor 26.—T. P. O'Connoz 
telegraphs :—The close of Webstar's speech 
affurds the opportunity to foretell the 
couree the Times and tho trial will take. 
Tt ia now an indictment not of individuals 


but of a party and movement, and the Go- 


vernment has resolved to make the issuc of 
the home rule struggle largely depend upon 
the reault, From this point of view, Wob- 
ster’s apeech to-night, rhetorically the 
worat and most confused ever uttered in a 
great state trial, was extremely dexterous 
by producing o long array of police magia- 
tratea, landlords, boycotted persons and 
the like, which will keep the story of Trish 
erimos for weeks before the English public. 
As to Parnell and the other tmembera, Web- 
ster hopes to obtain a declaration from tho 
Judges that their spoeches ‘sinned in 
omission and were calculated to produce 
violence. The constitution of the court 
Tends the probability of such judgment 
being finally given, 


The careful packin: of the cour’ growa 
more evident every day. Bitter Toryism 
occasionally flashos forth in spite of la- 
borious training to {be impasaive. Smith 
ia a good-natured and well-contentod inan, 
but rubicund and commonplace, the em- 
bodiment of a well-fed atid narrow-minded 
British bourgeois in his ignurance of 
Treland.

howogeneous, it ia evident that horo one 
finds a groat factor in the disparity between 
the American and Chinese people. 

While there ate a fow miles of télegraph, 
the uso of this means of coma.anication is 
hampered by the unwieldinesa of the lun- 
guaze and the impossibility of expressing 
it in telegraphic symbols, except through 
the cumbersome and inadequate method of 
conversion into numbers. 

Auothor evidence of the wilful conserva- 
tisia of the Chinese Government may be 
cited in the recent recall of the Chineso 
students who were heing educated in this 
country and who were becoming too mach 
imbued with the spirit of enlightened, 
Chrialianized civilization.
